Now and then he comp'lained of fatigue; 


now and then be regretted bis destiny,

me.to bear part ot my labors" The men who 
would suit me are all more or less burdened 
witb their families, etc.; those who are not so 
oadect are for uioney or for great acts which 
do not accord with my views."

The work he Intf begun »nd »-s bent on 


finishing wa« fiuught with peculiar perils. It 
iemanded a tact, and a force of will almost 
aperhumin. lie had to deal not only with 
worthless and often often mutinon* iov,..fl»is 
t provinces, but with wild and desperate
